He also 
rejects proposals to expunge arrest records 
where no conviction resulted, because fre- 
quently “the arrest in "Itself was a good 
arrest.” 


The FBI has no new information on kid- 
naped heirese Patricia Hearst.

He still supports efforts to permit the FBI 
to wiretap without warrants In “domestic 
subversion” cases, and opposes pending leg- 
islation to require court approval for na- 
tional security wiretaps, which are now al-_ 
lowed without a warrant.
